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HEADING TO COURT....is Willie Simmons "Billy Boy" Jack- 
son. Jackson was found guilty of the 1987 beating death of Elmo Roberts 
last week by an Elba jury and the jury recommended a sentence of life in 

prison. 


A jury needed only 45 minutes 
of deliberation Friday afternoon be- 
fore finding an Elba man guilty of 
capital murder in connection with 
the July 1987 beating death of a an 
elderly Elba resident. 

Willie Simmons "Billy Boy” 
Jackson, age 38, was found guilty 
of capital murder in the death of 87- 
year-old Elmo Roberts and also 
guilty of four counts of forgery- 
second degree, 

The jury recommended life with- 
out parole for Jackson; however, 
Judge Gary McAliley delayed sen- 
tencing until March 14 at 1:30 
p.m., following a pre-sentencing 
investigation and the submission of 
sentencing recommendations by de- 
fense and prosecution attorneys. 

District Attorney Joel Folmar 
had sought the death penalty in the 
trial and in the sentencing hearing 
re-submitted evidence presented dur- 
ing the three-day trial, as well as a 
copy of a document by Dr. Joe W. 
Dixon, one of three psychiatrists at 
the Taylor-Hardin Secure Medical 
Facility who evaluated Jackson and 
found him competent to stand trial. 

Defense attorney Paul Young 
told of Jackson's childhood and 
questioned Jackson's aunt, who stat- 
ed Jackson grew up without paren- 
tal support and was influenced by 
the alcohol abuse of elderly family 
members. 

Judge McAliley will announce 


his sentence at the March 14 hear- 


ing. 

The 12-woman, 2-man jury be- 
gan hearing opening arguments in 
the case within minutes of being 
sworn in and heard Coffee County 
District Attorney Joel Folmar state 
that he would show evidence that 
the attack occurred on July 3, 1987 
and that Jackson killed Roberts by 
striking the victim in the head with 
a metal iron and "cruelly aiid brutal- 
ly cutting his throat with a pair of 
scissors” and then taking a broom

Rural traffic fatalities decline 


Preliminary figures released re- 
cently by the Alabama Department 
of Public Safety indicated that traf- 
fic fatalities on Alabama's rural 
roadways decreased by 18 percent in 
1988. 

According to Col. thomas H. 
Wells, director of DPS, during 
1988 a total of 635 people died in 
rural traffic accidents, compared to 
770 in 1987. 

"This is a significant one-year 

savings in lives," said Col. Wells. 
"A concentrated enforcement effort 
and the cooperation of the motoring 
public helped reduce overall the 
number of rural traffic deaths last 
year.” 
Wells noted the high incidence 
of alcohol involvement in traffic fa- 
talities and cited reports filed with 
the Department of Public Safety 
which showed alcohol involvement 
in 33 percent of all traffic deaths in 
Alabama in 1987. 

To increase trooper DUI arrests 
and decrease alcohol-related fatali- 
ties, state troopers last year took 
part in specialized DUI training and 
made 9,715 arrests for DUI, com- 
pared to 9,392 in 1987, 

Wells said state troopers will 
continue to make every effort to 


keep accidents, injuries and fatali- 
ties to a minimum in 1989 and add- 
ed that the motoring public played 
an important role in the reduction 
of traffic deaths by driving defen- 
sively and carefully and practicing 
safe driving habits, such as regular 
safety belt use.

Pool added that in Coffee Coun- 
ty the money raised will go toward 
the purchase of new motor graders 
for the county's highway depart- 
ment, 

Items sold Saturday included mo- 
tor graders, loaders, dozers, excava- 
tors, paving equipment, dump 
trucks, bucket trucks, pickup 
trucks, cars, trailers, a street sweep- 
er and buses. 

County commissioners present 
at the auction praised the efforts of 
Pool in organizing the auction and 
also gave the engineer credit for his 
money saving efforts.

handle and forcing it into Roberts’ 
throat. 

Folmar also stated that testimo- 
ny would show that Jackson robbed 
Roberts of $55 and took four 
checks and cashed the checks in 
Elba for $20. 

Paul Young, one of three attor- 
neys that represented Jackson, be- 
gan his opening arguments with an 
emouonal speech in which he told 
the jury "my heart's in my 
throat....and maybe yours is too be- 
cause this is a serious matter.... The 
prosecution is asking you to kill 
this man..,.and human life is irre- 
placeable." 

"Don't be motivated by blood,” 
Young told the jury. "Don't hearken 
back to the days of the wolves. We 
are human beings and must always 
ask ourselves 'why?' You are not an 
angry lynch mob. You are being 
asked to judge the conduct of anoth- 
er human being. Always ask your- 
self ‘why? 

During testimony Wednesday, 
Medical Examiner Alfredo Paredes 
stated that Roberts bled to death as 
a result of blunt force and sharp 
force injuries to the head and neck. 


Elba Rescue Squad Captain Son- 
ny Inman testified that he discov- 
ered Roberts’ body "in a pool of 
blood" in the apartment in which he 
lived at approximately 4:30 p.m. 
on July 5, 

Inman also stated that he had 
seen Jackson walking down the 
street about two blocks from the 
apartment earlier that morning 
when he went to pick up Mrs. Bru- 
nease Winston, who owned the 
apartment that adjoins her home, 

Mrs. Winston testified that she 
found Roberts’ body when she went 
into the apartment following a re- 
quest from one of the victim's chil- 
dren. 

Defense attorney Paul Young 
motioned for a mistrial during Wed- 
nesday’s trial because two checks al- 
legedly forged by Jackson had not 
been identified as evidence for the 
prosecution until a forensics expert 
testified that Jackson's fingerprints 
were found on the checks. 

Judge Gary McAliley denied the 
motion and later denied an objection 
by Young to testimony given by 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation 
fingerprint expert Gloria Walters 


A tape recorded confession given 
by Jackson was heard by the jury 
Thursday and in the confession the 
accused said "I was broke, disgusted 
and needed money." 

In the pared confession, Jackson 
admitted causing the death of Rob- 
erts on July 5, 1987 by striking 
the victim in the head with a metal 
iron, cutting his throat with a pair 
of blunt-end scissors and forcing a 
broom handle down the victim's 
throat. 

Coffee County Investigator 
Bruce DeVane stated Thursday that 
Jackson was arrested and charged 
with forgery after a clerk identified 
Jackson as the man who had passed 
the checks at a fast food restaurant 
on July 6. 

The clerk stated that Jackson fre- 
quented the restaurant and said that 
on the day in question he appeared 
nervous and “acted a little weird.” 

DeVane testified that conversa- 
uons with Jackson after the forgery 
arrest and other information 
prompted the capital murder war- 
rant, which was served on Jackson 
in the Coffee County jail on July 
7, 1987.

We have no quarre! with any group for winning a battle fair and 
square, but stick to the truth or we get a burr under our saddle.

The idea is to fill in the pool, do some grading, etc. and 
just make the place-a nicer entrance to Pea River fishing and boating activ- 
ities.

Will people living in primitive 
countries, who never have a 
chance to hear the gospel, be 


‘ lost? 


Bob Prichard 


It is sad, but even in our day of sophisticated communications technolo- 
gy, many live and die without ever hearing the message of Christ. In view 
of this, many reason that those who have not heard the message, and thus 
have not had a chance to receive or reject the gospel, will not be lost. But 
Jesus said in Mark 16:16, “He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; 
but he that believeth not shall be damned." Jesus says that those who do not 
obey Him will be lost. He draws no distinction between those who openly 
reject His gospel, and those who have not heard, 

Will the heathen, who has never had the opportunity to obcy the gospel 
be lost? Paul warned that Jesus and His angels shall be revealed, "In flaming 
fire taking vengeance on them that know not God, and that obey not the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: Who shall be punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of the Lord” (2 Thess. 1:9-10). This vengeance 
is on them that "know not God," and "obey not the gospel." Romans chap- 
ter one describes the heathen world. Verses 18-20 tell us that from our 
world, from the evidence of creation, men should have a knowledge of God, 
and are thus, "without excuse.” But men, "professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, and changed the glory of the uncorruptible God into an 
image made like to corruptible man... Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie, and worshipped and served the creature more than the Creator" (vs. 22- 
25). Because the heathen world rejected the evidence of God, and worshipped 
the creature rather than the Creator, we are told that "God gave them up" (vs. 
26). They gave up on God, and He gave up on them. satel 

If the heathen could be saved in their sins, rather than from their sins, 
then Jesus died in vain. A]Jl could be saved in their sins. But Peter said, 
“there is none other name under heaven given mong men whereby we must 
be saved” (Acts 4:12). If the heathen are not lost, then why did Jesus com- 
mand us to"Go into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature” 

(Mark 16:15)? If they are not lost, then anyone who heard the message and 
rejected it would be in a worse state, and would be better left alone in his ig- 
norance. Since all must obey the gospel, each who has heard the gospel 
should obey as soon as possible, and work to share the gospel with the 
world. As Paul stated, "the times of this ignorance God winked al; but now 
commandeth all men every vhere to repent: because he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge te world in righteousness” (Acts 17:30-31). Da- 
vid warns; "The wicked shall be turned back into Sheol, even all the nations 


that forget God" (Ps. 9:17).

Mrs. Beverly Johnson, assistant 
sickle cell educator for the Southeast 
Alabama Sickle Cell Associaton, spoke 
to the students and showed a video on 
the disease. 

The video, "Where is Herbie?,” ex- 
plained to the students that sickle cell is 
a non-contagious disease and can only 
be inherited. A normal hemoglobin is 
AA and the cells are round and soft, 
whereas sickle cells are oval and hard. 
Symptoms include tiredness, fever, pain 
in the arms, legs, and stomach, and he- 
mothenia (trait only) where blood is 
found in the urine. 

Sickle cell anemia originated in Afri- 
ca and was brought to the U.S. during 
the slave trade. Jt is found in one of eve- 
ry ten blacks and has proved to build re- 
sistance to malaria. The sickle cells 
clog up in veins and cut off oxygen to 
capillaries which would go to many or- 
gans, The pain can be eased with liq- 
uids, rest, and medication.

Larry Stephenson named as new 


football coach at Zion Chapel 


Larry Stephenson, a former 
All Gulf South Conference per- 
former at Livingston University and 
a current assistant coach at Eufaula 
High School, has been named the 
new head football coach at Zion 
Chapel High School. 

Stephenson will replace Tom 
Moates, who resigned after the 
completion of the 1988 season after 
three years at the Rebel helm. 

The new Zion Chapel coach 
graduated from St. James, in Mont- 
gomery and then accepted a football 
scholarship with Livingston Uni- 
versity. At Livingston, Stephenson 
started at strong safety during his 
freshman and sophomore years and 
then was the starting quarterback for 
his final two seasons, During his 
two years at quarterback, Stephen- 
son passed for 11 school records and 
finished his career as the number 
three passer in Gulf South Confer- 
ence history. 

Stephenson was drafted by the 
Memphis Showboats on the World 
Football League; however, the 
league disbanded prior to the begin- 
ning of the season and Stephenson 
signed as a free agent with the Kan- 
sas City Chiefs of the National 
Football League. He remained with 
the Chiefs until the final cuts and 
was then picked up by the Indianap- 
olis Colts, only to be cut again. 

Stephenson was an assistant 
coach at Troy State University dur- 
ing spring training in 1986 and 
then joined the staff at Eufaula 
High School, where he served two 
years as offensive coordinator and 
one as defensive coordinator. He 
also serves as head baseball coach 
and will coach the Eufaula baseball 
team this season following the 
completion of spring training at 
Zion Chapel. 

"My wife and I both like small 
towns and I think Zion Chapel will 
be a school where I can use my phi- 
losophies about the sport and make 
them work," said Stephenson, when 
asked about his decision to accept 
the post at Zion Chapel. "All 
coaches want to be the head coach 
at a school and I believe this is the 
place I need to be. The program is 
down a little right now, but there 
are a lot of good looking kids walk- 
ing the halls and with the right en- 
couragement and guidance maybe 
the kids will get excited about foot- 
ball and come into the program.

Over on de- 
fense I would like to run a split six, 
but you have to have outstanding 
athletes io run it right and we'll 
have to judge what we've got and 
then develop a defense to best suit 
the players.” 

"In spring training we'll work on 
the basics and not worry about get- 
ting in an offense or defense," added 
Stephenson. "We will make sure 


that every single player is in the

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James Brown Won't Mind If You Say 
His Farming Business Is "All Wet’ 


When a farmer in south Alabama 
tells you he is poing to grow tens 
of thousands of something to sell, 


you know he's got to be talking 
about chickens. When another farm- 
er talks about brood stock and how 
impdrtant getting the right breed of 
stock is, you have to believe he's 
talking about cattle or hogs. In 
many cases you may be right with 


those assumptions. However, when 
the farmer you're talking about is 
James Brown, you could literally be 
"all wet!" 
You see, James ‘Brown, a resi- 
dent of rural Coffee County who 
lives on County Road 21, is a cat 
fish farmer and raises over 250,000 
fish each year for sale as fingerlings 
or as the main course on the dinner 


NOTHING TO IT...James Brown needed only about thirty-seconds to 
clean and dress this catfish. Brown stated that the fish should never allowed 
to become warm prior to cooking and admitted that he ate the tasty fish 


twice a week, 


table, 

A retired GTE employee, Mr. 
Brown said that as a youngster he 
always wanted a place with a pond 
and in 1979 he and his wife moved 
out in the country and within two 
years he had built four ponds to go 
along with a 3 1/2 acre and 2 acre 
pond already on the site, 

"There weren't many people in 
the area who raised catfish and I 
guess you could say I dove into the 
project,” said Brown. "The catfish 
industry in Alabama was a $30 mil- 
lion business last year and is still 
growing. It has been a slow process 
for me because I had to build the 
ponds and the equipment, but as 
people get to know what I'm doing, 
maybe it will pick up and I'll make 
a little money.” 

Raising catfish for sale as finger- 
lings and as a source of food is in- 
deed a slow process, taking as long 
as 18 months to go from the early 
stage to having a catfish ready to 
dress. 

"You have to pick some good 
brood fish to get started,” stated 
Brown, “and you can't just pick any 
male and female fish. They can't be 
related and need to be of the correct 
species to provide the strongest and 
most tasteful fish. A female brood 


..fish needs to be about four-years- 


old, while the male can be three or 
four. I now have about 300 brood 
fish and I'll replace one when it gets 
too big.” 

Brown explained that he has 
built floating boxes in which for 
the fish to spawn and then lay the

eggs. A 
"The male fish will get in the Woy 
box and splash around to attract the \\y 
female," Brown explained, "and 

then when the female enters the box 

the fish will spawn. A female will 

lay anywhere from 2-3,000 eggs per 
pound of her her weight and after 
she lays the eggs the male will run 
her out of the box and he will re- 
main to protect the eggs. After two 
or three days I will chase the male 
out of the box, a job that isn't easy, 
and then take the eggs to the hatch- 
ery, where in seven or eight days 
the fish will hatch out. When they 
are three to four days old the fish 
swim to the top for food and you 
have to feed'em every two hours 
with a high protein feed. I have had 
as many as 85,000 hatch out at a 
lime, so, it's a busy time to be 
sure!" 

After three to four weeks the fish 
are placed in one of the nursery 
ponds and are fed once a day witha 
meal that is still rich in protein. 
The nursery ponds are five feet deep 
and it is important to keep the wa- 
ter temperature at 75 degrees to 
keep the oxygen level safe for the 
-fish. The months of July, August 
and September are the crucial 
months to watch the oxygen level 
and Brown has constructed ma- 
chines to circulate the water and 
keep plenty of oxygen in the water. 

"You have to keep an cye on the 
ponds all the time to make sure the 
oxygen level is right,” said Brown, 
"but it's all just part of the job." 

The fish that hatched out last 
May are now 8 inches long and fin-

"Now, people don't want anyone 
chastising their children and it's

was pastor. I used to live near 
Weeds Store near Brantley and near 
the place called Pinhook, 

"I married John D. Moore and 
moved to Bill Meadows' place near 
the Burnout Community.

Shoplifters often justify their ac- 
tions by saying that they're not 
hurting anyone by stealing an item, 
and stores charge too much anyway, 

However, that's just not true. 
Everyone pays for shoplifting. Pric- 
es in stores must be raised to cover 
the cost of shoplifting, Estimates 
vary, but some retailers are forced 
to raise prices by as much as 15 
percent to cover losses: According 
to one study, each family in the 
United States pays as much as $200 
extra in retail stores each year be- 
cause of Shoplifting. Unfortunately, 
only about 10 percent of shoplifters 
believe that the cost of shoplifting 
is passed on to the consumer. 

Who are the shoplifters? Studies 
show that teenagers are responsible 
for about half of the retail losses 
from shoplifting. Housewives ac- 
count for about 25 percent of sho- 
plifters. The old, rich and the poor 
also join in the ranks of shoplifters. 

Merchants deal with three kinds 
of losses from consumers. The first 
is shoplifting, the taking of mer- 
chandise without paying for it. The 
second is from consumers who de- 
stroy or damaye merchandise by 
careless behavior or return merchan- 
dise to the wrong store. A third 
king of loss is pilferage from em- 
ployees themselves. 

In any case, we, the consumers, 
pay for the losses. 

If you're thinking about shoplift- 
ing, don't. It is not the thrill many 
people have led themselves to be- 
lieve, And it is a crime--it can get 
you a permanent criminal record. 

Help stop shoplifting by report- 
ing to a store authority anyone you 
see taking merchandise. Remember, 
we all pay for shoplifting.

County approves $1 million bond sale 


The Coffee County Commission 
gave a bonding company the "go 
ahead" on the sale of bonds to fi- 
nance the construction of a new $1 
million Health Department building 
in Enterprise at its meeting Monday 
in Elba and also discussed the pos- 
sibility of purchasing a $300,000 
building near the courthouse i En- 
terprise which would be used to 
house the Sheriff's Department, the 
offices of the District Attorney and 
other agencies presently being 
housed by the commission. 

Don Bowden, the architect of the 
new Health Department building, 
was at Monday's meeting and told 
the commission he was preparing 
to submit plans to the state for the 
final approval of the building. 

Bowden further stated that bids 
would be let on the construction in 
May, with actual gonstruction 
scheduled to start in late June. The 
building is expected to be complet- 
ed in February, 1990, 

A representative of a Montgom- 
ery investment company was also 
at the meeting and stated that at a 
mecting in January the commission 
had passed a resolution authorizing 
the firm to proceed with the prepar- 
ations for the sale of the bonds to 
be used to finance. the project. 

The commission reported it had 
since been contacted by other bond- 
ing companies which offered "better 
rates," but after a discussion it was 
agreed that the commission would 
do business with the company al- 
ready handling the bond sale. 

Comm. Jim Dubose stated "I am 
uneasy with the proposal and feel 
there has been too much haste in 
spending a lot of taxpayers’ money. 
In the future I hope that the com- 
mission won't allow itself to be 
forced into spending money that 
may not be necessary.” 

Comm. Sid Averett, an outspok- 
en advocate of the new building, de- 
clared "We've been kicking the 
needs of the Health Department 
around for four years and I don't call 
that being hasty. If the commission 
has made a mistake it has been in 
dragging its feet too long and mak- 
ing the residents in the county suf- 
er. 

After it was agreed that the com- 
mission would sell $1 million in 
bonds, the representative of the in- 
vestment company handling the 
sale warned the commission that 
the county may need to find addi- 
tional funding in four years when 
the county's share of the sales tax 
would dectease five percent. 

The commission stated that it 
felt the tax would generate suffi- 
cient funds and voted 6-1 (with 
Robert Stephens voting no) to in- 
struct the representative to proceed 
with the sale as soon as possible. 

Comm, Averett reminded the 
commission that it had recently vis- 
ited the Crumpler Furniture build- 
ing, in Enterprise, and stated "We 
have a real need for the building!" 

Averett reported the building 
could be used by the Sheriff, the 


District Attorney and other agencies 
that are housed in buildings rented 
or owned by the county. 

It was reported that the District 
Attorney had pledged $40,000 to- 
ward the purchase of the building, 
while by moving other agencies to 
the building would save the county 
$650 per month in rent. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated "Before we buy any- 
thing else we need to find a way to 
pay for it," and Comm. Robert Ste- 
phens declared "The two priorities 
the county should be concerned 
with are the jail and the Sheriff's of- 
fice in Enterprise. We are facing a 
suit about the jail and could be 
forced to build a new jail and we 
need to stick with these priorities." 

The commission agreed to make 
a final decision on a possible pur- 
chase of the building at its next 
meeting on February 27. 

The raise for the court reporters 
in the district was again discussed 
and the approval of the raise was re- 
scinded by the commission until 
further study. 

Comm. Dubose questioned 
whether the funding of the raises 
would be funded through the DA's 
Worthless Check Fund, or come 
from the county's share of the fund 
that is placed in the county's gener- 
al fund, 

After contacting District Attor- 
ney Joel Folmar it was discovered 
that the raises would come from the 
county's share of the fund and take 
$4,500 annually from the county's 
general fund. 

After learning of the source of 
the raises, the commission voted to 
rescind its approval of the raises un- 
ul further study. 

Comm, Dubose took a stand 
against the county's policy concern- 
ing sewer pipe, but his motion to 
change the policy died for a lack of 
a second, 

"The county has a policy about 
sewer pipe that states only concrete 
or metal pipe can be installed on 
the right-of-way,” said Dubose, 
"but I know of people who are in 
violation of the policy and think it 
needs to be changed. If an individual 
puts in his own pipe and it doesn't 
affect the flow of water on the 
right-of-way I don't think it should 
matter if the person puts in a plas- 
tic pipe.” 

County engineer Mark Pool Du- 
bose by stating "The county also 
has a policy that it will maintain 
sewer pipes forever and years down 
the road it would cost the county a 
fortune to replace the pipes and re- 
pair the problems they have caused. 
To change the policy and allow citi- 
zens to install plastic pipe would 
place a burden on the county for 
years to come!" 

Comm, Dubose then made a 
motion to amend the county's exist- 
ing policy to allow citizens to in- 
stall plastic and used concrete pipe 
if the size of the pipe meets all reg- 
ulations and doesn't interfere with 
the flow of water. 


The motion died for a lack of a 
second; however, Comm. Bill 
Faulk remarked that "sometimes 
you have to look the other way" 
and suggested that the county not 
make the individuals who have al- 
ready installed the plastic pipe re- 
move and replace the pipe. 

The county engineer also report- 
ed on the success of the auction 
held on Feb.4 at the county fair- 
grounds, 

It was reported that a total of 
$236,823 in equipment was sold at 
the auction, with $217,423 worth 
of equipment being sold to buyers 
from outside Coffee County. 

The county's share from the sale 
of its equipment amounted to 
$90,714.80, while Enterprise sold 
$28,000 in goods, Geneva County 
sold $20,000, Covington County 
$7,000 and Elba $2,200. 

The engineer requested the com- 
mission use the $90,000 to help 
cover the cost of the two motor 
graders recently ordered by the coun- 
ty and recommended the balance of 
$34,000 needed be borrowed and lat- 
er repaid from next year's budget. 

The commission commended the 
engineer on the success of the auc- 
tion and approved his requests. 

In other action at Monday's 

smeeting, the commission: 

***tabled bids on treated timber 
and precast concrete panels until the 
next meeting; 

***received a progress report on 
a water system grant for the coun- 
ty; 

***was informed that the Enter- 
prise United Fund had changed its 
name to the Coffee County United 
Way and now served the entire 
county; 

***heard a request from HRDC 
to increase its monthly allocation 
by $200 to allow the agency to 
move its office in Enterprise to a 
new location; 

***agreed to send out invitations 
to bid on fuel, herbicide and liquid 
asphalt; 

***received comparative data 
sheets on the counties in the stale; 

***received a copy of an Attor- 
ney General's ruling stating it was 
illegal to work on private driveways 
as an aid for school buses and mail 
Carriers without having the drive- 
ways dedicated as public roads; 

***adopted the same tax millage 
as in 1988 (7 mills general fund, 3 
1/2 mills road and bridge and 5 
mills countywide school); 

***appointed Janice Bailey to 
the Crosstrails Regional library 


***reappointed Roy Grimes to a 
term on the Goodman Water Au- 
thority; 

***agreed to take bids on the re- 
moval of the Lee home at the 
Feb.27 meeting; 

***voted to eliminate partime 
help at the Registrars office due to 
the fact the extra help has a'rcady 
exceeded the budget by over $9,000; 

***and, paid bills.

Large gathering meets with schoo! 
board concerning location of prom 


Elba School Board members 
walked into a hornet's nest last 
Tuesday evening when their regular 
meeting convened and they were 
met with over 75 eleventh-grade 
Students and parents who were upset 
over administrative decisions con- 
cerning the location of the annual 
junior-senior prom. 

The group had called and got 
their matter on the official agenda 
and this was taken up first with 
Mrs. Wayne White being recog- 
nized as the opening speaker. She 
addressed the board with the prob- 
lem, and then student Chad Tindol 
and another parent, Mrs. Sue Bog- 
gan, read prepared statements. 

The group was upset over the 
-choice of locations the juniors were 
given for holding the prom and over 
what they perceived as a poor altti- 
tude of cooperation from the admin- 
stration and some of the junior 
sponsors. 

The junior class members had 
voted on where to hold the prom 
and had been given a choice of the 
Ft. Rucker Officers’ Club or the 
National Guard Armory. The vote 
had been close but the Armory had 
prevailed. 

The group continued to ask ques- 
tions about just why they couldn't 
use the high school gym, as had 
been done every year up until last 
year when the group went to Ft. 
Rucker. 

High school principal Mickey 
McCollough was on the hot seat 
dyring most of the discussion with 
most of the anger directed at him 
for what was perceived as unreason- 
able ground rules for the proin. 

McCollough explained that the 
gym was part of the academic facili- 
lies of the school during the day and 
any efforts to prepare for a prom 
normally closed it for this use at 
least wo weeks. He read from a set 
of guidelines for use of the facility 
and noted it included no hard shoes 
on the basketball court and no food 
in the gym area. 

The students pointed out that 
they had been offered the use of a 
mat to cover the floor and prevent 
any of these problems. They also 
questioned why the gym was needed 
for all P.E. classes when outside 
basketball courts had been con- 
structed this year for the use of P.E. 
classes and springtime was normal- 
ly a time for playing softball. 

No answer was ever given for 
this; however Mrs. Linda Berry, 
who was present on another matter, 
noted she had been one of four 
teaching P.E. at Elba Higin School 
for more years than she cared to ad- 
mit and she could assure the board 
her students would be occupied else- 
where during whatever time the 
gym was needed for the prom and 
this would be no problem with her. 

The fact that the gym had been 
refinished two years ago al a high 
cost was cited as a reason for not 
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using it for proms. However one 
student noted that school books are 
nice and pretty when new and ques- 
tioned if they should keep them that 
way Or open the books and study 

Several students quoted McCol 
lough as saying "I don't care if you 
have a prom or not." He later told 
board members this happened at a 
time when all were talking and he 
was trying to get their undivided at 
tention. 

One parent asked for permission 
to talk and explained that he felt the 
prom issue was just an example of 
"a town trying to get its school 
back." He was interrupted by clap 
ping from the visitors and contin- 
ued by saying, "They feel there are 
reprisals against our children when 
prents complain - and it may hap- 
pen tonight, it has happened be- 
fore." 

Superintendent Lamar Foley 
Stated he didn't realize the commu 
nity had lost its schools. 

Board member G, A. Lindsey 
noted this was a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity for these young people 
and felt this should be considered, 

After repeated questions from the 
group, the board members finally 
convinced them they could use the 
school gym if the students voted to 
do so. (A later vote by the students 
indicated all but 2 voted in fayor of 
the gym) 

Mrs. Jean Helms appeared con
